gtia,  and  from  thence  to  lloneoye.  From  iIo;ieo\e  the 
ariny  prepared  ♦()  advance  tipon  t!ie  yet  more  consid- 
erable town  of  Genesstc — the  then  great  c:ii;ital  of  tlie 
Weslcrrr  tribes  of  the  confederacy — coutainiug  their 
stores,  aad  (heir  broadcit  cultivated  fields.

From  [loneoye  General  Sullivan  advanced  in  Iwo 
days  cpon  a  town  contaiiiin-;  twmty-five  houses,  caUed 
Kana»ilesaws.      There  w«Me  Iar4:e  coin  fields  to  liC  de- 
st roved  licre  also,  is,  a  br.dgp  to  be  constructed  over  an 
unfoidable  ck ek  inlervj  ning  between  Kanaglesaw  and

Siing  of  BovD  ;  and  his  town  was  n(iW  hnrr.l  to  t!io 
kround,  and  large  quantitirs  of  cor  i,  which  hi:s  people 
nad  laid  up  in"  t^torc-,  \v(  re  destroyed  hy  hcing  burnt  or 
thrown  into  tfie  riv(  r.  "  The  town  of  Genesee  contained 
one  handled  and  twenly-cight  Iion'^cs.  mk  sily  large  and 
very  clegaint.  It  was  beautifully  si'.uate.l  ahiiosl  encir- 
cled with  a  clear  flatt.  extenduig  a  uuuiber  of  miles  ; 
ovei"  which  extensive  fields  of  coin  were  wa\ing.  to- 
gether with  every,  kind  of  v(<:cf.able  that  could  be  coix. 
ceive'd.''*  But  ^h3  enliic  army  was  immcdiatLly  en- 
gaged in  {lestroyin^  it,  and  the  axe  and  the.  torch  soon 
transformed  the  whole  of  that  beautiful  region  from  t ho 
character  of  a  garden  to  a  scene  of  drear  and  sicken- 
ing desolation.     And  ; 

But  wc  have  digressed,  and  must  not  pursue  the  his- 
tory of  tJMse  scenes,  but  return  by  observing  that  the 
bones  of  the  patriotic,  tlie.fitnn-rtreH»rave,  iheiudomi- 
nateble,  the  immortal  Bovd  which  now  repose  "on  the 
bank  of  Beard's  Creek,  under  a  clump  of  wild  plum 
trees,"  re,  through  the  worthy  sugjiestions  and  exer- 
tions of  vaiious  gentlemen  <»f  Western  New  York,  to 
be  dis-inlerred,  removed  to  and  deposited  in  the  roman- 
tic Cemelry  of  Mount  ll4|i£|near  the  city  of  Roch- 
ester, X.  Y.  where  we  d(iubtnot7^oh^«^ubsiantial  and

gelhcr  useless  or  uninteresting  at  this  particular  ciisis| 
when  the  attention  of  the  public  every  where,  and  es- 
peclaly  in  Western  New  York,  is  being  called  to  the 
man,  his  death,  and  the  removal  of  his  remains.  And 
the  more  especially  shicc  tlio  facts  which  we  have  briefly 
delineated  are  not  alike  accessable  to  all,  and  even  if 
ihey  were,  through  the  medium  of  circulaling  libraries, 
etc.  the  cost  of  a  perusal  would  far  exceed  that  of  (his 
pamphlet,  which  all  may  easily  obtain,  easily  read,  easi- 
ly understand,  and  easily  preserve.
